Ypsilanti’s Water 


The water shortage in Ypsi- 
lanti is beginning to look 
critical. A supplemental water 
supply may have to be used. 

Many sections of the coun- 
try, including Michigan, have 
been suffering from a serious 
lack of rainfall for the larger 
part of a year. A city in Ohio 
has been declared a disaster 
area, while many others are 
nearing this fate. 

Ypsilanti has not yet taken 
measures to ration the water 
supply for no need has been 
declared. 

City Manager W. Robert 
Semple has stated, however, 
that a decision on whether or 
not we must seek a supple- 
mental water supply will be 
made soon. 

Two possibilities have been 
suggested. We could purchase 
water from Detroit or Geddes 
Pond about six miles up- 
stream. 

Semple described the meet- 
ing with the superintendent 
of the Detroit water system as 
“disappointing.” The cost, he

said, offered by Detroit was 
expensive. 

Also, the price would be the 
same for the city as well as 
the township. City officials be- 
lieve this unfair since the city 
could depend on gravity to 
carry the water to its facilities, 
while the township would 
need a pumping station. 

Getting water from Geddes 
Pond would require an agree- 
ment with Ann Arbor, since 
they own the’ surrounding 
land. 

During the worst of the 
drought, the water table drop- 
ped so dangerously low that 
the city was forced to buy 
water from the township at 
double rates to supplement its 
well supply. The township 
used wells plus a supplemen- 
tary supply from the river. 

The fear of purchasing De- 
troit water is that it will be 
controlled by Detroit and not 
Ypsilanti. This would leave us 
with nothing to say about 
rates and development of the 
system. 


L REVEALS RESOLUTION

Student Leaders 
Endorse Hand-Holding

The Student Council has 
reached a decisive moment in 
its current redefinition of it- 
self. Two weeks ago it re- 
vealed to Mr. Aldrich its long- 


suppressed resolution on stu- 
dent behavior. 


Hastily drafted and passed 
almost immediately after Mr. 
Aldrich’s action on student 
smoking, necking, and dress, 
the resolution was intended 
not only as an official Student 
Council stand, but also as a 
test case. At two points it 
directly contradicts the prin- 
cipal’s policies. It provides 
that holding hands is permis- 
sible, and that shirts and 
sweaters may be worn with 
tails out if they were so in- 
tended to be worn by the de- 
signer. 

Under its Constitution, the 
Council has authority to make 
laws concerning student be- 
havior, but the constitution 
also says that the principal has 
full power to veto any Coun- 
cil action. With this in mind, 
the Council delayed confront- 
ing Mr. Aldrich with a resolu- 


tion that he would be expect- 
ed to enforce despite its op- 
position to his established 
rules. Finally, in mid-October, 
when the bill was a month 
old, the Council read it to him. 


He reacted with concern. 


He expressed his belief that 
the Council should not be in- 
volved in rule-making, but he 
was disturbed that the stu- 
dents were so reluctant and 
embarrassed to tell him what 
they thought. He assured the 
Council of his respect for 
them, saying that he was will- 
ing to modify his course of 
action if they thought it best. 
The Council apologetically re- 
ferred the resolution to him 
for revision and approval. Mr. 
Aldrich agreed to appoint a 
faculty committee to work 
with the Council in reviewing 
all school rules and making 
improvements. 


The resolution is not an of- 
ficial rule, and may well never 
be one. But as a test case, it 
was effective in establishing 
a clear student-principal re- 
lationship, and may have be- 
gun a new era of mutual 
sympathy and co-operation. 


YHS Kids “Well Fed” 


The students of Ypsilanti 
High School appear to be very 
healthy and well fed.

She started her career in cafe- 
teria work twenty-one years 
ago at Scott High School in 
Toledo where she worked as 
a sandwich girl and made 1500 
sandwiches a day. Mrs. Morti- 


more started to work at Ypsi- 
lanti High eight years ago. 
Mrs. Sobbry has also lived 
in Ypsilanti for ten years. 
Seven years ago, she started to 
work at Ypsi High. Mrs. Sob- 
bry’s speciality is baking. All 
the baked goods in the cafe- 
teria are prepared by her.

Several members of the Student Council then suddenly 
began to feel their responsibilities and drew up a resolution 
repeating exactlv what Mr. Aldrich proposed except that 
it approved hand-holding and having arms around each other. 
This resolution was passed by the Student Council and 
later amended to allow only hand-holding and not having 
arms around each other. Oh! How smug the Student Council 
felt. They really had done their duty. 

Mr. Aldrich has the power to veto any policy passed by 
the Student Council according to its Constitution. Many be- 
lieve he would veto the resolution because it supported hand- 
holding. | 

Mr. Aldrich is more open-minded than this. He said 
that if this is the feeling of the student body leaders, he sees 
no reason why it can’t be tried. 

Of course, the newly-founded Rules Committee, has yet
